President discusses 
Pakistan, midterm 
election with youths 

Mumbai, India 

An audience of Indian college stu- 
dents challenged President Obama 
on Sunday over his administra- 
tion’s relationship with Pakistan’s 
government, drawing a defen- 
sive response and a challenge of 
his own. 

“We want nothing more than 
a stable, prosperous and peace- 
ful Pakistan,” Obama told stu- 
dents gathered in a courtyard of 
St. Xavier’s College to see him. “It 
may be surprising to some of you 
to hear me say this, but I am abso- 
lutely convinced that the country 
that has the biggest stake in Pak- 
istan’s success is India.” 

The town hall, featuring Obama 
as a professorial host, represented a 
moment of unscripted public diplo- 
macy as he sought to bridge the 
divide between two bitter rivals. 

Encounters with young people 
have become staples of Obama’s 
travels abroad. And in few coun- 
tries will young people make more 
of a difference in the short term 
than in India, where more than 
half of its 1.2 billion people are 
under 30. 

The Indian public’s view of the 


U.S. rose after Obama took office. 
But it has since fallen amid a sense 
here that he has neglected India’s 
interests to win favor with China 
and Pakistan, which the student 
who questioned him wondered why 
he didn’t call “a terrorist state.” 

Another student asked whether 
the candidate who made “change” 
a watchword of his 2008 campaign 
intended to adopt some himself fol- 


lowing the midterm election. 

Obama acknowledged that the 
election result “requires me to 
make some midcourse corrections 
and adjustments,” although he did 
not elaborate on what those might 
be. He said only that they would 
unfold over months and come 
after consultation with Republi- 
can leaders, scott wilson (the Wash- 
ington POST)

Dozens buried after 
eruption on Friday 
kill s 90 in Indonesia 

Mount Merapi, Indonesia 

One by one, the bodies of dozens 
killed by Indonesia’s most volatile 
volcano — some too charred to be 
identified — were placed into a 
mass grave Sunday, as people ter- 
rified that another eruption was 
coming fled the city at the foot of 
Mount Merapi. 

As relatives wept and men recit- 
ed traditional Islamic prayers, vil- 
lagers and policemen unloaded the 
corpses — some in wooden coffins, 
others still in the morgue’s yellow 
body bags. They were placed into 


a massive trench, dug in a field in 
the shadow of the volcano, which 
has claimed 138 lives in the past 
two weeks. 

The unpredictable mountain 


unleashed its most powerful erup- 
tion in a century Friday. Concerns 
over the ash it spewed prompted 
international airlines to cancel 
flights to the capital, Jakarta. 


With more than 90 killed, Fri- 
day was the deadliest day at Mer- 
api since 1930. 

Merapi showed no signs of tir- 
ing Sunday, sending out thunder- 
ous claps as it shot ash up to four 
miles into the air. 

The Indonesian government has 
put Yogyakarta, a city of 400,000 
people 20 miles from Merapi, on 
high alert. Though there have been 
no orders to evacuate, residents 
crammed onto trains and buses 
to seek refuge elsewhere. 

The biggest threat to the city, 
experts say, is not searing gas 
clouds, but the Code River, which 
flows into the city’s heart from the 
mountain and could act as a con- 
duit for deadly volcanic mudflows 
that form in heavy rains, (ap)

Ready to Roll 

It's easy to think the worst of our fellow Metro 
commuters — especially when they're hogging two 
seats. But lately, the best news coming out of our 
problem-plagued transit system has been about 
riders who've done extraordinary things. 


Take, for example, that guy who 
bounded over the electrified third 
rail to help a passenger who’d fall- 
en at Virginia Square. (Although, 
from the video released last month, 
it seems the guy on the platform 
signaling the incoming train’s driv- 
er to stop might have been the real 
hero.) Just last week at the Ana- 


costia station, another four reg- 
ular folks jumped down to help a 
man in a wheelchair who’d taken 
a tumble onto the tracks. 

And those are merely the most 
dramatic incidents. Steve Goodwin, 
a reader from Arlington, wrote in to 
tell me about a recent Orange Line 
ride that restored his “faith in the 


basic decency of Metro riders.” 

His train had just pulled out of 
Rosslyn when the woman stand- 
ing next to him turned pale and 
passed out. Instead of simply star- 
ing at their Sudoku puzzles, the 
car full of strangers 
snapped into action. 
Goodwin yelled out 
for someone to press 
the button to alert 
the driver (which 
someone did), while 
another passenger 
rushed over to per- 
form CPR. When 
the driver asked for the car num- 
ber, someone else shouted it out. 
Within moments, a Metro employ- 
ee appeared and, along with this 
newly formed medical team, helped 
the woman off at Foggy Bottom. 

“The doors were only open an 
extra 10 seconds,” Goodwin says. 
“No one on any other car would 
have known what happened.” 

But the fleeting episode had a 
profound effect on Goodwin, who’s 
thought back to all of the times he’s 
been sitting in a stalled train listen- 
ing to a driver say, “We’re holding to 
offload a sick passenger.” Instead of 
being annoyed, he now realizes he 
should be impressed by how quick- 
ly emergencies usually pass. 

It’s also a good reminder to 
the rest of us to notice where the 
call buttons and car numbers are, 
and to know how to be useful if 
we end up in a similar situation. 
After all, Goodwin’s crew won’t 
always be around. “We’re not get- 
ting together for a reunion,” he 
jokes. But there’s no reason any 
train of travelers working togeth- 
er can’t be as effective.

Gray’s Tough Task; 
Beat Joblessness 


Mayor-elect to battle 
high unemployment 
rate, major D.C. debt 

Washington 

In the basement of the Martin 
Luther King Jr. Memorial Library 
in downtown Washington last 
month, more than 500 men and 
women clutched resumes and 
desperately tried to get off one of 
the city’s most lingering rolls: the 
unemployed. 

“I’ve been out of a job for three 
years,” said Keith Mayo, a North- 
east resident who worked for the 
U.S. Postal Service. 

Mayo estimated that he has 
applied for 500 jobs. The District 
native is now banking on Mayor- 
elect Vincent C. Gray to lift him out 
of his three-year struggle. “I’m hop- 
ing he creates more jobs for peo- 
ple like me,” said Mayo, 30, who 
attended technical college and has 
work experience. 

That’s a tough task for any 


mayor in a weak economy — but 
particularly for Gray. He cam- 
paigned on a promise to help 
40,000 jobless residents qualify 
for and get jobs, but he is inherit- 
ing a city with double-digit unem- 
ployment, sagging revenue and 
crushing debt. 

Experts say those conditions 
will undercut any job-creation 
initiative at the Department of 
Employment Services, which, crit- 
ics say, is a directionless, misman- 
aged agency. 

Advocates for the unemployed 
say DOES needs an overhaul and 
the kind of aggressive attention 
that Mayor Adrian M. Fenty gave 
to public education — a step observ- 
ers say could prove eminently more 
difficult. 

“The District is a place where 
everyone expects something to hap- 
pen instantaneously,” said Gregg 
Irish, the director of DOES under 
Mayor Anthony A. Williams. “You 
can’t do it in four years. If I were 
Vince, I’d come up with an eight- 

year plan.” (THE WASHINGTON POST)

A Global Listening Tour 


Astronomers around 
the world join forces 
to scan the skies for 
sounds of alien life 

Planet Earth 

The scientific search for extraterrestrial 
intelligence went global this weekend 
as observatories in 13 nations on five 
continents trained their telescopes on 
several promising star systems. 

While they didn’t expect their one- 
day joint effort would find the kind of 
intentionally produced signal from 
afar that enthusiasts have been seek- 
ing for decades, participants said the 
undertaking illustrates just how far 
the search for extraterrestrial intelli- 
gence, or SETI, has come. 

Frank Drake made the world’s first 
such observations at the Green Bank 
radio telescope in West Virginia 50 
years ago, listening on a single-channel 
receiver that took in radio waves one 
frequency at a time. Today’s technolo- 
gy allows scientists to receive radio sig- 
nals at millions of different frequencies 
per minute, in addition to searching for 
laser-like bursts of light communica- 
tion using optical telescopes. 

The international star-viewing 
extravaganza, the first of its kind, comes 
at a time of fast-paced discovery in the 
science of exoplanets, bodies that orbit 
suns beyond our solar system. 

Last month alone brought the 
announcement of the first Earth-sized 
planet found that appeared to be poten- 
tially habitable, as well as a study from 
top scientists in the field that conclud- 
ed the number of Earth-sized planets 
in the Milky Way alone could be count- 
ed in the tens of billions. 

Suddenly, the prospects for finding 
planets that might have complex life 
and environments to support it appear 
to have brightened. Scientists well in 
the future may still conclude Earth is 
the only planet that harbors life, but 
discoveries in the last few years seem 
to increase the odds that we are not

alone after all. 

Doug Vakoch, a SETI Institute scien- 
tist who helped organize the effort, said 
the coordinated observing is probably 
most important for its practical side. 

“What this weekend really does is 
begin the process of making it pos- 
sible to track a possible SETI signal 
around the globe,” he said. “If a sig- 
nal is detected, it has to be confirmed 
and followed, and now we’re setting 
up a network to do that.” 

The telescopes were trained in a

coordinated way on a number of star 
systems, including Tau Ceti and Epsilon 
Eridani — the nearest systems in the 
Northern Hemisphere and the two that 
Drake observed 50 years ago in what he 
called Project Ozma, a reference to the 
princess in “The Wizard of Oz.” 

With new scientific discoveries 
announced regularly that support key 
assumptions that Drake and SETI made 
decades ago, and now with a global net- 
work of astronomers who agree that 
SETI constitutes solid and important 
science, Drake, who remains active in 
the field, said he has never been more 
optimistic about finding intelligent 
life beyond Earth. Although 50 years 
of SETI observing has yet to come up 
with a signal, he said, the percentage 
of stars actually studied is minuscule.

College students turn 
to other options for 
obtaining materials

Textbook rental programs at many 
of the nation’s colleges — touted as 
money-savers for students — are 
limited by the number of available 
titles, publishers who release fre- 
quent new editions and professors 
who believe their right to choose 
course materials is essential to aca- 
demic freedom. 

About half the nation’s major 
college and university bookstores 
offered textbook rentals this fall, 
according to the National Associ- 
ation of College Stores, hoping to 
cut the $600-$900 students spend 
buying books each year. 

But schools and publishing 
experts say the programs are 
expensive to start up and difficult 
to operate. In addition, there are 
complaints that rental prices are 
still too high, even though they 
can be as much as half the cost of a 
new book. In the end, students will 


decide how they get their textbooks 
— and they have an ever-expand- 
ing galaxy of choices. 

They can buy them new, shrink- 


wrapped, at campus stores. They 
can search online for discounted 
used copies at numerous websites 
such as Amazon.com or Bigwords.

If a publisher chang- 
es an edition or persuades facul- 
ty to use a different one, the rent- 
al model won’t work. “You need to 
rent the book about three times 
to get the profit back,” he said.

Banks Has Surgery During Bye

In a major blow to the Redskins’ 
return units, dynamic rookie 
returner Brandon Banks under- 
went knee surgery last week and 
could be sidelined two weeks, two 
people familiar with the situation 
said Sunday morning.

The Redskins do not expect 
Banks to play when they resume their 
schedule Nov. 15 against the Phila- 
delphia Eagles, the sources said. If 
aU goes well with Banks’ rehab, how- 
ever, he could return in time for the 
Week 11 game against the Tennes- 
see Titans at LP Field. 

Playing without Banks for any 
time would be a significant loss for 
coordinator Danny Smith’s return 
units. An undrafted rookie free 
agent from Kansas State, Banks 
was sensational in the first half 


In the first eight games. Banks 
ranked second in the league with 
234 yards on punt returns and third 
with a 13.8-yard average. Banks’ 
27.3-yard average on kickoff returns 
ranks seventh in the NFL. 

The Redskins wasted Banks’ 
outstanding effort in the 37-25 loss 
to the Detroit Lions in Week 8. Dur- 
ing the team’s final game before the 
break. Banks averaged 35.5 yards 
on six kickoff returns, had a 96-yard 
touchdown and had another long 
potential touchdown return nulli- 
fied because of a penalty. 

Running back Chad Simpson, 
who has been slowed recently 
because of a hamstring injury, is 
expected to fill Banks’ role on kick- 
off returns. Simpson has an aver- 
age of 29.5 yards on two returns 
for the Redskins this season.

Once a chef and go-to woman for the rich and famous, Shannon Russell happily traded the luxe life for a job as a paralegal at a large, stable corporation.

The answer came in an ad for 
Georgetown University’s 14-week 
Summer Intensive Certificate Pro- 
gram in paralegal studies (Scs. 
georgetown.edu; 202-687-8700). 
“In a short amount of time, I could 
put myself on a totally different 
career path.” 

From May to September, she 
studied, wrote or worked all day, 
every day. The $8,600 program 
covers research; writing; corpo- 
rate and contract law; litigation; 
civil procedure; ethics and more. 
A four-week internship is includ- 
ed. (There’s also a one-year evening 
program for working folks.) 

“The goal is to give the compre- 
hensive basics like in the first year of 
law school,” says program director

Kelly S. Holdcraft. “Students come 
out able to create immediate value 
for employers.” Employers also 
appreciate that this is the District’s 
only American Bar Association-ap- 
proved paralegal training. 

Certificate grads right out of col- 
lege can make $40,000 to $45,000, 
Holdcraft says. A government job 
at the GS5 to GS7 level can bring 
$45,000 to $60,000. A paralegal 
specialist — GS7 to GS9 — might 
make $50,000 and up. At a corpo- 
ration or law firm, salaries vary by 
firm size and specialty. “If this is 


your career — you’re not aiming 
for law school — after specializing 
for five to 10 years, you can make 
$70,000 to $75,000,” she says. 

For Russell, hitting the books 
at 45 wasn’t easy. Seeing that she 
was competing with 22-year-olds 
and other career changers, she 
hunkered down and shunned all 
things entertaining except “the 
fireworks on the Fourth of July.” 
The work paid off when her intern- 
ship with Steptoe & Johnson led to 
a full-time job. 

“Law is so fascinating,” she says. 
“Every day is something new, and 
paralegals are part of the attorney- 
client privilege. It’s a collaboration 
with the lawyers and other profes- 
sionals to the same ends. I feel like 
I help people now, too, only in a dif- 
ferent way.” 

Seeking the right fit, she shift- 


ed to a small real- estate law firm 
in Vienna, Va. There, in fall 2007, 
Russell saw the writing on the wall 
— or, rather, in the dozens of fore- 
closure notices that started com- 
ing every day. 

“Talk about a bad sign,” she says. 
“I decided that in this economy, I 
should get a job at a big company, 
preferably not a law firm.” In Jan- 
uary 2008, Russell started at Exx- 
onMobil headquarters in Fairfax, 
where she’s one of 14 paralegals 
and 2,000 employees. 

Her main client is the fuels- 
marketing department, for which 
she answers subpoenas and does 
research on contracts, legislation, 
regulation compliance and advertis- 
ing. “If you see ads inside an Exxon 
station or on the pumps, I helped 
review them to be sure the rules 
are followed,” she says. In checking 


legal references and other details, 
“the joke is that we’re the only ones 
who read all that fine print.” 

Wanting to get even better at her 
job, Russell started a part-time para- 
legal master’s program at George 
Washington University in Septem- 
ber 2009. She focuses on intellectu- 
al property, international matters, 
and administrative (government- 
related) law. Having the training 
and experience to skip 15 credits, 
she’ll finish next month. 

Russell still cooks for fun, but 
she’s happy to be at a stable, gen- 
erous company with more oppor- 
tunities for growth. “I did what I 
love for a long time, but I realized I 
can love more than one thing,” she 
says. “People change, and what you 
get good at can change. I can travel 
on my own time — it no longer has 
to be my life.” ellen ryan

Our Hacks off to You 


Apply the tactics 
of digital renegades

According to the premise of the 
new book “Hacking Work ” hacking 
isn’t just for credit card thieves and 
Cap’n Crunch anymore. (Google it. 
You’ll see.) But instead of stealing 
passwords and bringing down gov- 
ernment websites, the modern cube 
hacker is simply 
a renegade who 
wants to be more 
efficient. 

Authors Josh 
Klein and Bill 
Jensen argue 
that anyone who 
uploads a presen- 
tation into Google Docs instead of 
the company software, posts a video 
on YouTube instead of the intranet 
or holds meetings via IM is really 
a workplace hacker trying to oper- 
ate outside the constraints of cor- 
porate America. The book espouses 
the idea of finding “the cheat codes 
for work” to create shortcuts to solu- 
tions. So, keep on fighting the good 
fight, hacker. We salute you. 


Who is the modern hacker? 

KLEIN: Someone who is willing 
and interested to learn how a sys- 
tem works so they can rejigger 
it to work better. It’s the kind of 
person who sometimes opens the 
hood of their car instead of taking 
it straight to the garage. 

How do you know when you know 
enough to start hacking? 

KLEIN: My impression is that you 
can go on Google [and type] “How 
do I use Creative Commons [a tool 
for licensing and sharing creative 
property]?” and you will get doz- 
ens of tutorials. After you’ve looked 
at the first six to 10 of those, you’ll 
have a pretty good idea. 

So with a few Google searches, you 
can become an expert hacker? 

JENSEN: With Google and your 
network, yes. Send a few questions 
out to your network, and within a 
day, you have 80 percent of what 
you need. 

KLEIN: I mean, if you’re going to 
remove your kidney, Google will 
not help you. 

JENSEN: Hackers are natural- 
ly curious about things and love 
taking things apart and learning. 
Even if you don’t do anything with 


it, this is a great skill to develop 
because that is what all of us need 
in every workplace. We need to be 
good learners, listeners, probers, 
someone who is constantly curi- 
ous and knows how to get infor- 
mation out of a system quickly. 
This is a skill the entire workforce 
needs to perfect, whether you get 
that from hacking or not. 

What’s your favorite example of 
a hard hack (i.e. changing a tool, 
a process, or a program, not a 
person)? 

JENSEN: My favorite, which I feel 
is the scariest to the executive, is 
right up front [in the book] when 
the guy. Matt, rewrote his perfor- 
mance assessment. It’s the most 
glaring thumb in the eye, saying, 
“yes, we will challenge corporate 
control.” This guy researched, as 
one person, how to do a performance 
assessment, then negotiated for it 
— rewriting something that is nor- 
mally handed to us, like a contract 
we are expected to sign saying, ‘"Yes, 
master, I will do this.” 

KLEIN: Very large consulting firms 
will spend six months to a year 
developing an assessment like that. 
And the fact that one individual

did it is indicative of the fact that 
that individual can get world-class 
resources by himself. It’s a really 
good example of how things need 
to happen much more quickly [in 
the corporate world]. 

How about a soft hack (i.e. chang- 
ing a relationship, not a tool)? 

JENSEN: We could have done a 
whole book about how to nego- 
tiate. You can only do soft hacks 
well if you’re focused on the rela- 
tionship building first. More 
than any one [standing out] for 
me was the understanding that 
people who do it well are the 
ones with good people skills. 
KLEIN: An example that struck me 
was the person who tracked the

hours of her [chronically absen- 
tee] supervisor and when she went 
to get some vacation time and her 
employer gave her a lot of trouble, 
she said, “Well, here’s my supervi- 
sor’s hours.” What’s not clear from 
the book is that when she did it, she 
had a good relationship with her 
employer and a reasonable rela- 
tionship with her supervisor. If 
she hadn’t had that, I don’t think 
it would have mattered what her 
supervisor’s hours were, because 
that’s just really rude. 

What do you do if you get caught 
hacking? 

KLEIN: Come clean. You can either 
lie and get fired sooner or later. Or, 
ideally, you would want to come to 
your boss first and say, “Look, I 
found a problem and I think I found 
a solution.” In the cases where 


that’s not possible, demonstrate 
some positive results. If your boss 
comes to you and says, “Hey, we 
didn’t talk about this but I noticed 
you’re doing this,” the worst you 
can do is not come clean. 
JENSEN: Josh and I have heard 
lots of stories where the conver- 
sation that starts out as “Hey, you 
shouldn’t have touched that” ends 
up turning into a very positive team 
experience. 

What’s the trick to hacking your 
way out of long meetings? 

JENSEN: The first step is to stop 
going to them to begin with. Most 
meetings are initiated by e-mail, usu- 
ally, Microsoft Outlook. Most Out- 
looks don’t give you any informa- 
tion about the meeting. They just 
say show up. So, never say yes. Say, 
“yes, tentatively.” Wait for the agenda 


and if you don’t see a relevant agen- 
da, don’t go. Then, when you see Josh 
in the hall, lie and say “Josh, I really 
wanted to go to your meeting. Give 
me the 30-second synopsis.” 
KLEIN: If you’re stuck in a meet- 
ing where your team is going to 
be addressed in the agenda, solve 
all those problems ahead of time. 
Then, just say, “Here’s what we 
propose as a solution. Does any- 
one object?” And everyone will 
want to get out of there, so they’ll 
say no. 

JENSEN: One of the key outcomes 
we hope people take away from this 
is to be more respectful about life. 
Everyone has limited time in their 
day, and the more you take these 
shortcuts, the more you are free- 
ing up time for what really mat- 
ters and wasting less time on [non- 
sense].

DIYers Learn to use 
Venetian plaster for a 
trendy waLL covering

Thanks to the creative people 
at HGTV, walls aren’t just 
supporting structures 
anymore. But you don’t 
have to be David Bro- 
mstad to turn a run-of- 
the-mill surface into a 
work of art. 

Venetian plaster, which 
looks like marble but doesn’t have 
the weight and expense of marble, 
has become a popular method of

sprucing up a space, either out- 
doors or in, says Ronald Layman, 
a fourth-generation decorative fin- 
isher and owner of the Faux School, 
a contracting firm and training 
shop. But with that popularity 
comes misconceptions. 

“Sometimes people think some- 
thing is Venetian plaster, but it’s a 
glaze, a faux finish,” Layman says. 
“A lot of people think that Venetian 
plaster has a texture, because when 
you photograph it, you see dark 
spots and lighter spots. It’s not a 
texture. It’s smooth, and the dark 
comes from the various thickness- 
es of the plaster.” 

In the school’s Venetian Plaster 
101 class, he lays out the facts. 


THE BASICS: Up to 10 people 
can enroll in the one-day, entry- 
level workshop. Layman says 
most students take the class to 
see whether they like applying 
Venetian plaster, known as stuc- 
co in Europe. 

“A lot of people come because 
they want to do it in their house, 
and once they realize how much 
it costs [a typical room about 16 
feet by 16 feet in size using a tra- 
ditional installation can run about 
$11,500], the price of the class is 
considerably less expensive,” he 
says. Others are already in the fin- 
ishing business and want to add 
Venetian plaster to their reper-

toires. After all, professional Vene- 
tian plaster artisans can make 
$400 per day, he says. 

“Our classes focus on the 
techniques as the primary focus 
and the materials as a secondary 
focus,” he says. But he provides 
all the materials, including plas- 
ter, tools and varnish. 

WHAT YOU’LL LEARN: Lay- 
man starts the six-hour class by 
explaining what Venetian plaster 
is — a lime-based plaster that is

manipulated through the use of 
special primers, tints and topcoats 
— and the two main types: filtered, 
which is smooth and creamy, and 
unfiltered, or marmorino, which 
is coarser and less shiny. It was 
developed in Venice, where build- 
ings made with marble were too 
heavy for the watery soil. 

“We go over the difference 
between the type of plasters and 
why some plasters work better 
than others, the tinting and how 
to properly tint it, how to prepare 
the surface, how to apply it, how 
to topcoat it and protect it, and we 


go over the tools,” which typically 
have lower carbon content because 
carbon leaves marks on the surface 
being covered, he says. 

But the real learning happens 
through doing. “We do everything 
as a demonstration, showing it step 
by step, and then students return to 
their stations and try to repeat what 
they just saw,” Layman says. 

First up is Venezia, a tradition- 
al Venetian plaster application. 
“Three coats of plaster and we do 
what they call a varnish to finish 
it. That’s what creates that high- 
gloss finish that everybody loves,” 


Layman says. 

By the end of the workshop, 
students have three or four 15-by- 
24-inch samples to take home and 
the skills to begin applying plas- 
ter right away. “Once you become 
proficient in the techniques, the 
possibilities are endless. There’s 
nothing you can’t do,” he says. 
WHAT’S THE DEAL? The 
next Venetian Plaster 101 class 
($200) is Nov. 20 from 10 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. at the Faux School (35 
S. Carroll St., Frederick, Md.;

Stern has you beat, “i have a pretty 
good understanding of where any 
address is," she says. Stern gets 
her wealth of in-depth geospatial 
knowledge making maps for the 
District’s Office of the Chief Technology 
Officer. She’s not out surveying Land, 
though: Government agencies, private 
companies and Local businesses 
submit data, and Stern puts it onto a 
map using software called ArchGiS 
(Geographic information System), “i 
can show you a table of data, but until 
you see what it actually Looks Like, it 
means nothing," Stern says. “A picture 
really is worth a thousand words." 

Don’t want to get sick? “Last year 
for flu season, we built an application 
for the Department of Health that al- 
lowed people to type an address into 
a search engine," she says. Her map 
showed health-conscious residents 
the five closest flu vaccination Loca- 
tions to their address. Real estate 
agents use her services to know 
about soil quality or demographics of 
a particular Location, and, recently. 
Stern mapped out inspection data for 
D.C. restaurants for the Department 
of Health. 

WOULD YOU WANT THIS JOB? 

it’s a career for anyone who has a keen 
interest in his or her surroundings, “it’s 
basically understanding the world," 
Stern says, “i get to know different 
places and their human geography 
— why do people Live where they 
Live? Why do they Live on this street?" 
Stern’s job is ideal for those who are 
natural teachers, as part of her work 
is training government employees 
to use ArchGiS. “You get to work 
with Lots of different people on this 
amazing technology," she says. “Like 
traffic operators who need to know

where the traffic areas and Light posts 
are, or people that work in the permit 
department use GiS to map out where 
permits were given in an area." Though 
mapping out the Latitude and Longitude 
of addresses might become “a Little 
tedious" ... especially when you deal 
with a project that has more than 
900,000 addresses. Currently, she’s 
“somewhere in the 600,000 range." 
HOW SHE GOT THIS JOB: Stern 
had always been map-minded: “When 
i was a Little kid, my uncle gave me a 
subscription to National Geographic 
— i always pulled out the map first." A 


geography major at MacaLester College 
in St. Paul, Minn., she worked for the 
state of Arizona’s cartography office 
after receiving her master’s degree 
in public administration from Arizona 
State University. One of her jobs was 
taking road inventory —checking to see 
whether highways and streets were in 
good condition, it wasn’t necessarily a 
desk job. “We had a van hooked up to 
our computers that would go out and 
take video of GPS coordinates," Stern 
says. “You could essentially sit at your 
desk and drive the highway." Stern 
moved to D.C. in 2006 and started 
working with the District’s Office of the 
Chief Technology Officer a year Later.

Shhh! Anonymously 
assess restaurants, 
stores and banks as 
a mystery shopper 


Side Jobs 


It’s not often that going shop- 
ping means earning, not spend- 
ing, money. But that’s what 
happens when shopping 
is your job. 

Mystery shoppers 
are independent con- 
tractors who anony- 
mously visit restaurants, 
retail shops and banks to 
report on their conditions and 
customer service. 

“The best mystery shopping 
program is one that tries to re- 
create the typical customer at that 
business,” says Marc Ciagne, man- 
aging director at Person to Per- 
son Quality, a 17-year- old mystery 
shopping firm in Fairfax whose 
clients are mostly service-orient- 
ed, such as eateries and insurance 
companies. “For a restaurant cli- 
ent, we may ask [shoppers] to call 
and make a reservation and have 
dinner and evaluate the quality of 
service they received throughout 
the meal.” 

Here’s how it all works: Busi- 
nesses hire mystery shopping 
firms to send shoppers on specific 
missions and relay their findings. 
Shoppers sign up with a company, 
browse available assignments and 
choose one to do. Once you pick a 
gig, you’re committing to going to 
a location, making observations 
and then filling out an online 
report about the place, usually 
within 24 hours of the visit. 

The main draw of the job is 
flexibility — work as much or as 
little as you like and on your own 
schedule, Ciagne says. Headed to 
Tysons Corner Center next week- 
end? See what’s needed in the 
area, for example. 

Like the places they visit, shop- 
pers are a varied lot.

Skip the Scams With These Tips 


If you’re interested in getting a cut, 
nnake sure a connpany is Legit before 
you get started. 

“The nnost obvious signs of a 
scann is if sonneone offers to send a 
check or actually sends a check to a 
shopper in advance of their actually 
doing work," says John Swinburn, 
MSPA's executive director. “Any tinne 
a shopper is asked to spend their own 
nnoney to be a nnystery shopper or get 
shopping assignnnents, that is either a 
scann or certainly not worth spending 
nnoney on, because this infornnation is 


freely available elsewhere." 

Also, be careful if a connpany 
approaches you and asks for 
personal infornnation, he adds. The 
Federal Trade Connnnission offers 
nnore tips: 

w Do not pay an application fee. 
Legitinnate businesses do not charge 
thenn. 

» Watch out for connpanies that sell 
certifications. They’re not necessary 
to get jobs. 

w Check it out with the FTC or your 
Local Better Business Bureau, s.k.

The number of people are certi- 
fied through the Mystery Shopping 
Providers Association, which esti- 
mates mystery shopping to be a 
$2 billion industry, says John Swin- 
burn, MSPA’s executive director. 


“Our mystery shoppers are 
really anybody who wants to make 
a little extra money,” says Ciagne, 
whose firm pays about $10 to $20 
per hour. “They tend to be a lot 
of single professionals who have 
a little bit of extra time on their 
hands and would like to supple- 
ment their income, stay-at-home 
spouses, or retired or semi-re- 
tired people.” 

Person to Person Quality pro- 
vides no training, just detailed 
assignment instructions, but shop- 
pers can get certified through the 
Mystery Shopping Providers Asso- 
ciation (Mysteryshop.org).

ing to the association. 

Falaq Moore, 41, is a student 
and mother of three who started 
mystery shopping in May to earn 
some extra cash. “I’d heard of it 
before, but I was a little leery of 
it like most people,” she says. “I 
didn’t know what parts of it were 
a scam, and I didn’t know what 
to trust.” 

She took a chance and now 
works with 15 companies, includ- 
ing Ciagne’s. Moore makes $600 
to $800 per month — although 
she clocked in at $1,200 after one 
particularly busy stretch — by 
doing three to five assignments 
per weekday and one or two on 
weekends. 

“I really like it because I know 
it is something that is making 
a difference in the services we 
receive when we go to places as 
customers,” she says. 

Lindsay Damon, 26, joined 
Person to Person Quality when 
she moved to D.C. two years ago. 
“I thought it was a great way to 
see places in the city that I would 
not normally go to,” says Damon, 
who earns $50 to $150 for mys- 
tery shopping about two or three 
times per month. “It’s a great way 
to earn extra money, which is 
fantastic. And I really like being 
able to eat at restaurants and be 
paid for it, so it’s basically like a 
free meal.” 

Before you rush to sign on, get 
your expectations straight, Ciagne 
says. “It’s really something you’d 
do to supplement your income, not 
replace your income,” and don’t 
expect to mystery-shop cruises, 
five-star hotels and golf courses 
all the time. 

Damon wholly agrees. “Do 
your research and figure out what 
kind of company offers the kind 
of jobs that you are looking for,” 
says the school social worker. 
“Once you accept an assignment, 
you’re obligated to complete it. 
Otherwise, it will look bad and you 
won’t get any other assignments.”

The D.C. region draws 
prosperous Hispanics 
with an abundance of 
career opportunities 

Opportunity 

The Washington region, with the 
most affluent and one of the most 
highly educated Hispanic commu- 
nities in the nation, has lots of peo- 
ple like Charles Vela. 

A Salvadoran-born research 
engineer who runs his own con- 
sulting company, Expertech Solu- 
tions, Vela came to Washington to 
work on a National Academy of Sci- 
ences brain-mapping project. He 
stayed to develop new ways for the 
IRS to handle tax returns, for the 
State Department to detect fraudu- 
lent visa applications and for NASA 
to operate its space telescope. 

Now Vela earns six figures, and 
he and his family live in Potomac, 
where, he said, he moved to partiy to 
give the children he mentors a taste 
of the affluence that a science career 
can bring. “I want them to want to 
live in Potomac,” he said. 


The Washington area has been 
a magnet for educated Hispanics 
for decades. The region’s 700,000 
Hispanics have a median house- 
hold income of nearly $61,000 — 
the highest in the country among 
Latinos. And one in four Hispanic 
adults here has at least a four-year 
college degree. The statistics reflect 
the unique characteristics of both 
the region and the Hispanics who 
are drawn here. 

Many were part of an educat- 
ed elite in their native countries 
when they immigrated here in the 
1960s, ’70s and ’80s on the heels of 
political unrest and natural disas- 
ters. The nation’s capital — with its 
embassies and its abundance of 
professional jobs in government, 
the law, international institutions 


and nonprofit organizations — was 
a natural fit. 

“What attracts other highly edu- 
cated folks here attracts highly edu- 
cated Latinos,” said Vela, who came 
to the United States from El Sal- 
vador as a child and has advanced 
degrees from California State Uni- 
versity and the prestigious Nation- 
al Autonomous University of Mex- 
ico. “It’s opportunities.” 

To be sure, many Hispanics in 
the region do not share the oppor- 
tunities. About 12 percent live below 
the poverty level. And the number of 
Hispanic adults who have less than 
a ninth-grade education is about 
the same as the number with col- 
lege and advanced degrees.

ty leaders say the Hispanic com- 
munity here is more diverse than 
in other cities. 

“There’s a big difference 
between Latinos who reside in 
Maryland from the rest of the Lati- 
no population in the U.S.,” said 
Jessy Mejia of the Governor’s Com- 
mission on Hispanic Affairs. “You 
have a higher percentage of Lati- 
nos in Maryland who are citizens 
or legal residents, who are study- 
ing here, getting not just bachelor’s 
but master’s degrees.” 


For some, living in the nation’s 
capital is part of the allure. “In 
Latino culture, the idea of travel- 
ing to the capital of the country is 
the ticket to opportunity,” said J. 
Walter Tejada, an Arlington Coun- 
ty Board member who moved to 
the United States from El Salva- 
dor at age 13. 

The area offers a rich mix of pro- 
fessional jobs that attract well-edu- 
cated people of all races and ethnic- 
ities. Overall, 47 percent of adults 
in the region who are 25 or older 
have college degrees. Among His- 
panics, it’s 23 percent. That com- 
pares with 60 percent of Asians,

Eventually, she 
earned a doctorate and now teach- 
es linguistics at Georgetown Uni- 
versity. Her children, and those of 
her sisters, all have attended elite 
universities. 

“People say the American dream 
is a reality in my family, and I say 
yes,” she said. “Does that translate 
to our newcomers? I don’t know. 
We have a lot of Latino immigrants 
who were professionals in their own 
country, but here, due to the English 
barrier, they are doing jobs below 
their educational level.” 

Facing a nursing shortage, 
Montgomery County’s Latino 
Health Initiative has enrolled 76 
people in a program to help newly 
immigrated health professionals 
get the language skills and creden- 
tials they need to work here. They 
found experienced nurses working 
as food servers and nannies, said 
Sonia Mora, director of the pro- 
gram. In one case, a surgeon from 
Cuba was stacking boxes at UPS. 
Those who complete the program

150 percent, Mora said. 

Defense contractors are anoth- 
er big draw for Hispanics, particu- 
larly those who were military offi- 
cers. Hispanics make up about 12 
percent of all enlisted personnel 
and 5 percent of all officers, accord- 
ing to David Segal, director of the 
Center for Research on Military 
Organization at the University of 
Maryland. 

Rick Gonzalez might not be 
in Washington if he hadn’t been 
a Marine. He first came to the 
area in 1983, fresh out of Bowling 
Green State University, to attend 


officer candidate school at Quan- 
tico. He learned computer sys- 
tems in the military and returned 
to Washington 13 years later as an 
IT manager at a company started 
by a retired colonel with whom he 


had worked. 

Today Gonzalez is chief informa- 
tion officer in the Alexandria offices 
of CTSC. He lives with his wife and 
daughter in a four-bedroom, four- 
bathroom house in Stafford, with 


a living room, family room, game 
room, movie room and home gym. 
He has three cars and vacations at a 
timeshare in Myrtie Beach, S.C. His 
younger son attends Bowling Green. 
He has the kind of life his parents, 
a foundry worker and a homemak- 
er, could only dream of 

His father, Julio, grew up in a tin- 
roofed shack perched on rocks and 
stilts in rural Puerto Rico, but he 
moved his growing family to Lorain, 
Ohio, in the late 1950s to work in 
its mills and factories. As recent- 
ly as the 1980s, the Puerto Ricans 
of Lorain were among the nation’s 


wealthiest Hispanic communities 
because of the factory jobs. 

“They said they were going to 
make sure we got an education,” 
Gonzalez said, recalling his par- 
ents’ desire for him to become a 
lawyer and give back to the com- 
munity. 

He is 49 now, an age when he 
can see retirement on the hori- 
zon. He said he won’t stick around 
here. 

“I’m going to go back to Ohio 
and help kids,” he said. “They need

A Realer Reality 


Networks experiment 
with programs about 
recession-hit families

Pawnbrokers, hoarders and cake 
bakers are unlikely subjects for pop- 
ular reality series. Could families hit 
hard by the recession be next? 

The WE network on Saturday 
premiered “Downsized,” an eight- 
episode series about the blended 
family of Laura and Todd Bruce, 
who are struggling financially 
after the collapse of Todd’s con- 
struction business. 

Bruce used to take in $1.5 mil- 
lion a year. But in the first episode, 
he was shown emptying a bottle of 
change and selling a favorite base- 
ball mitt to pay the month’s rent. 


“It’s the face of the economic 
issue of our times,” said John Miller, 
chief programming executive at the 
women-centered WE network. 

WE competitor Lifetime recent- 
ly began airing “The Fairy Job-

mother,” about a super-nanny-like 
consultant who tries to shape up 
jobless families. 

Recession TV is a trend that can 
cut both ways. People with their own 
financial troubles may appreciate 
seeing others go through the same 
things, making them feel less alone 


or stigmatized. Yet it can be excruci- 
ating to watch the wounded pride on 
Bruce’s face as he tells his wife not 
to borrow money from her father, or 
the shame of his 17-year-old daugh- 
ter who tries to buy groceries and is 
told at the checkout that the famllj^’s 
public benefits had run out. 

“They are a family that is fac- 
ing a terrifying part of their lives 
and are united, instead of lash- 
ing out at each other,” said Miller. 
“Instead of saying. We’re doomed,’ 
they say. We’re a family, and we’re 
going to make it.’” 

WE hopes the Bruce’ 'story will 
strike a chord with other strug- 
gling families. 

“People are tired of reality 
characters that are fun to watch 
because they are proud of being 
despicable,” Todd Bruce said.
